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difficulty in assessing which beds are “available” for which homeless individuals)? 
And what is the required relationship between the number of homeless 
individuals and the number of available beds—can ordinances be enforced as 
long as there is one excess bed. or is something more required? 

• [3] Which laws are affected by this rule? For example, must sufficient shelter be 
provided before a government can enforce restrictions on camping or erecting 
structures, blocking sidewalks, sleeping in public parks, lighting fires on public 
property, etc? 

This action will authorize the City’s special defense counsel to draft and file an 
amicus brief on behalf of the City and its co-defendants in cooperation with Boise’s 
legal team and other amicus teams around the country.
